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The  Special  Food  Service  Program  for  Children  originated  in  1968  with 
the  passage  of  Public  Law  90-302,  an  amendment  to  the  National  School 
Lunch  Act.    The  program  is  designed  to  provide  cash  and  food  commodity 
assistance  to  needy  children  in  nonschool  institutions.    It  is  available 
to  preschool  children  on  a  year-round  basis  and  to  needy  children  who 
can  be  reached  through  planned,  organized,  and  supervised  youth  activities 
in  the  summer. 

Summer  programs  basically  serve  children  from  areas  where  poor  economic 
conditions  exist,  or  areas  where  there  are  high  concentrations  of  working 
mothers.    All  children  under  21  years  of  age  who  are  certified  as  eligible 
may  participate  in  the  program  regardless  of  race,  color,  or  national 
origin. 

The  summer  meal  service  is  similar  to  that  available  to  children  under 
the  National  School  Lunch  or  School  Breakfast  Program  during  the  school 
year.    However,  since  many  of  the  sites  used  during  the  summer  do  not 
have  facilities  for  preparing  meals,  the  local  program  sponsors  may 
arrange  for  off-site  preparation  and  the  delivery  of  meals  to  program 
sites.    Such  arrangements  are  usually  made  with  food  management  companies, 
or  with  local  school  systems.    Reimbursement  rates  for  each  program 
sponsor  are  assigned  by  the  State  Agency  or  Regional  Office,  and  in 
especially  needy  situations  up  to  SO  percent  of  operating  costs  may  be 
paid. 

During  the  summer  the  child  feeding  program 
is  often  incorporated  into  an  organized, 
supervised  youth  activity.    Programs  such 
as  recreation,  education,  and  cultural 
enrichment  are  generally  made  available 
to  the  children. 

The  1972  Special  Food  Service  Summer 
Survey  was  conducted  by  Washington 
personnel  of  Child  Nutrition  Division 
and  Program  Reporting  Staff.    In  many 
cases  representatives  of  FNS  Regional 
Offices  and,  where  applicable,  represen- 
tatives of  administering  state  agencies 
accompanied  the  Washington  personnel. 

Sponsors  and  sites  were  visited  in  23  States  and  the  District  of  Columbia. 
For  the  most  part,  these  States  had  been  allocated  the  greatest  amounts 
of  federal  funds  in  each  region.    The  24  selected  jurisdictions  were  to 
receive  $47,576,460  of  the  total  $50,265,390  allocated  nationally  or  94.7$. 
The  regional  figures  ranged  from  a  low  of  89.5$  in  the  Midwest  Region  to  a 
high  of  97.9$  in  the  Northeast  Region. 
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The  sponsors  in  these  23  States  and  District  of  Columbia  were  grouped 
by  size.    All  sponsors  expecting  to  serve  10,000  or  more  children  daily 
were  selected  for  observation.    The  other  sponsors  to  be  visited  were 
selected  randomly  t>y  group  on  the  following  basis;  \  of  the  sponsors 
expecting  to  serve  5,000-9,999  were  chosen;  \  of  the  sponsors  expecting 
to  serve  2,500-4,999  were  selected;  l/8  of  the  sponsors  expecting  to 
serve  500-2,499  were  included;  and  1/50  of  the  sponsors  expecting  to  serve 
fewer  than  500  children  daily  were  chosen.    A  total  of  77  sponsors  were 
selected  for  review. 

No  reasonably  firm  figures  for  actual  expenditures  will  be  available  for 
some  time.    By  considering  the  days  of  operation,  number  of  children  being 
served  and  reimbursement  rates  it  was  possible  to  make  some  rough  estimates 
of  the  amount  of  federal  funds  that  will  go  to  the  sponsors  that  were 
surveyed . 

It  is  estimated  that  reimbursement  to  the  77  evaluated  sponsors  will  be 
$23.8  million.    This  is  47. 3%  of  the  total  funds  allocated  nationally 
and  50.0%  of  the  total  funds  allocated  to  the  24  jurisdictions  visited. 
The  10  largest  sponsors  evaluated  were  expected  to  receive  about  $16.9 
million,  which  was  more  than  71%  of  the  total  for  all  77  sponsors  and 
accounted  for  about  1/3  of  the  total  money  to  be  spent  nationally. 

The  selected  sponsors  operated  about  6,800  sites  of  which  294  were  visited. 
This  was  slightly  more  than  4%  of  the  sites  operated  by  the  sponsors 
visited. 

The  number  of  sites  checked  during  an  evaluation  depended  on  the  number 
of  children  the  sponsor  expected  to  feed.    The  method  was  as  follows: 
sponsors  feeding  10,000  or  more  had  10  sites  checked;  those  feeding  5,000- 
9,999  nad  6  sites  checked;  those  feeding  2,500-4,999  had  4  sites  checked; 
those  feeding  500-2,499  had  2  sites  checked;  and  those  feeding  fewer  than 
500  had  1  site  checked.    The  determination  of  which  specific  sites  to 
observe  was  made  by  the  Washington  personnel. 
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The  accompanying  chart  shows 
the  different  types  of  the 
6,800  sites  operated  by  the 
77  sponsors  which  were  re- 
viewed.   The  category  "other" 
includes  sites  located  at 
swimming  pools,  playgrounds, 
neighborhood  recreation 
centers,  museums  and  sundry 
other  locations. 
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Sponsor  and  site  evaluations  were  conducted  from  June  1972  through  August 
1972  in  the  following  States: 
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The  various  types  of  sponsors  are 
shown  in  the  chart  at  the  right. 
The  77  sponsors  anticipated  reaching 
about  1,012,000  children  during 
the  summer,  or  approximately  12% 
of  the  estimated  1,400,000  children 
nationwide. 

Of  the  77  sponsors  surveyed,  45 
planned  to  serve  more  than  2,500 
children  per  day  during  the  summer. 
Participation  in  the  previous 
summer's  program  was  reported  "by 
62  sponsors. 

Participants  in  the  program  were 
mainly  children  living  in  specified 
geographic  areas  of  a  community. 
The  children  were  required  to  enroll 
in  an  organized  summer  program  by 
51  of  the  77  sponsors. 
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Most  sponsors  utilized  food  service 
management  companies  or  local  school 
systems  in  the  preparation  of  meals 
as  shown  in  the  chart  at  the  left. 
Of  the  45  sponsors  planning  to  serve 
more  than  2,500  children  per  day,  32 
had  contracts  with  food  service  manage- 
ment companies  and  9  had  contracts  with 
local  school  systems.    In  almost  all 
programs  the  meals  were  prepared  by  the 
caterer  and  then  transported  to  the 
individual  program  sites.    The  meals 
were  prepared  and  served  as  a  unit  to 
the  children  at  the  sites. 


MEALS  SERVED 


Most  of  the  programs  served  only  lunch  during  the  summer.    Other  meals 
were  served,  but  not  by  all  sponsors  or  at  all  sites.    Of  the  77  sponsors 
surveyed,  11  served  breakfast,  20  served  a  morning  supplement,  73  served 
lunch,  is  served  an  afternoon  supplement,  and  7  served  supper. 
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Regular  reimbursement  rates  were  assigned  to  21  sponsors,  while  the 
remaining  56  sponsors  were  reimbursed  up  to  80%  of  their  operating  costs. 
Of  the  56  programs  receiving  80%  reimbursement  rates,  39  involved  food 
service  management  companies  and  11  involved  local  school  systems. 
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The  average  price  paid  "by  a  sponsor  to  a  food  management  company  was 
47.2^  per  lunch.    The  bar  graphs  show  the  average  price  paid  by  various 
categories  of  sponsors. 


Of  the  15  sponsors  which  contracted  with  a  local  school  system, reimburse- 
ment per  lunch  data  were  available  for  nine  sponsors  and  unavailable 
for  six.    All  sponsors  for  which  the  information  was  unavailable  were 
80%  programs.    In  addition  five  of  the  seven  school  system  sponsors 
used  their  own  facilities  for  preparing  lunches.    Of  these,  three  provided 
reimbursement  data  and  two  did  not.    The  two  for  which  information  was 
unavailable  were  80%  programs. 

The  average  lunch  reimbursement  rate  for  the 
12  sponsors  which  used  school  facilities 
for  food  preparation  was  3#.6^  per  meal. 
While  this  is  substantially  lower  than  the 
47.2/  reimbursement  rate  paid  to  sponsors 
using  a  food  service  management  company,  it 
must  be  remembered  that  eight  of  the  20 
sponsors  using  school  food  preparation 
facilities  were  not  included  in  computing 
the  38.6tf  per  lunch  average  rate  of  reim- 
bursement.   The  eight  sponsors  for  which 
information  was  unavailable  were  all 
running  80%  programs  and  would  be  expected 
to  have  relatively  high  reimbursement 
rates.    The  47.2^  rate  for  food  service 
management  companies  was  computed  from 
information  from  all  of  the  sponsors  using 
such  companies. 
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Of  the  77  sponsors  surveyed,  75  reported  that  they  had  received  copies 
of  the  USDA  Summer  Program  Handbooks  for  sponsors  and  site  supervisors. 
Utilization  of  both  handbooks  in  planning  and  carrying  out  this  summer's 
feeding  program  was  reported  by  64  sponsors.    However,  only  152  of  the 
294  site  supervisors  surveyed  reported  that  they  had  received  the  Site 
Supervisor  Handbook.    Of  the  152  site  supervisors  who  did  receive  the 
handbook,  only  106  were  using  it  as  a  guide  in  carrying  out  the  program 
at  the  site. 

Training  sessions  for  site  supervisors  were  held  by  68  of  the  77  sponsors 
surveyed.    However,  only  204  of  the  294  site  supervisors  reported  that 
they  had  attended  training  sessions  prior  to  the  opening  of  the  feeding 
program.    In  addition  to  these  training  sessions  held  prior  to  the 
opening  of  the  food  service  program,  72  of  the  sponsors  were  planning 
on-site  visits  to  each  site  in  order  to  locate  and  correct  problems 
encountered  in  operating  the  feeding  program. 
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While  the  tabulation  does  not  show  a 
separate  comparison  of  school  systems 
with  other  types  of  sponsors  nor  of 
school  sites  with  other  types  of  sites, 
an  analysis  was  made  of  selected 
questions  related  to  effectiveness  of 
administration. 

Generally  the  survey  does  not  justify 
any  conclusion  that  school  system 
sponsors  and  school  sites  were  any 
different  from  other  sponsors  or  sites. 
The  adequacy  of  sponsors1  records,  the 
sponsors'  use  of  training  sessions  for 
site  supervisors  and  the  sponsors' 
inspection  of  sites  were  about  the 
same  for  school  systems  and  other 
sponsors.    At  the  site  level,  school 
sites  did  not  use  the  Site  Supervisor 
Handbooks  when  they  were  available  as 
much  as  other  sites  did.    On  the  other 
hand,  school  sites  were  somewhat  more 
likely  to  have  adequate  supervision  of 
the  feeding  operation  than  were  other 
sites.    There  was  no  significant 
difference  in  the  adequacy  of  record- 
keeping at  the  site  level  between  school 
sites  and  other  sites. 


RECORDKEEPING 

Of  the  77  sponsors  surveyed,  64 
reported  that  they  received  periodic 
reports  from  the  site  supervisors 
regarding  the  number  and  type  of 
meals  actually  served  to  children. 

Only  245  of  the  294  site  supervisors 
interviewed  reported  that  they  main- 
tained daily  records  of  the  number 
and  type  of  meals  actually  served  to 
eligible  children. 
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COMPARISON  OF  NEEDY  CHILDREN  REACHED  IN  NSLP  AND  SSFS 

IN  MAJOR  CITIES 
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An  important  function  of  the  Summer  Special  Food  Service  Program  for 
Children  is  to  provide  nutritious  meals  free  or  at  a  reduced  price  to 
children  reached  by  school  feeding  programs  during  the  regular  school 
year.    The  chart  above  shows  the  relative  number  of  needy  children 
reached  by  the  National  School  Lunch  Program  during  the  school  year 
and  by  the  Summer  Special  Food  Service  Program  for  Children  during 
the  summer  for  the  ten  largest  U.  S.  cities. 

NSLP  participation  data  come  from  the  latest  available  FNS-24  City  School 
Feeding  Report.    Summer  Special  Food  Service  participation  data  come 
from  the  1972  Summer  Survey. 

NSLP  participation  data  include  only  children  of  school  age  in  NSLP 
schools.    Summer  Special  Food  Service  data  include  all  participating 
children  aged  one  to  twenty.    This  includes  preschool  children  and 
children  in  non-NSLP  schools.
